JENNIE M. FLEXNER

During the 20th century the public 
library has gradually shifted its emphasis 
from the book to the reader. This change 
in objective from the collection and preser- 
vation of books to active participation in 
the education of its readers could not have 
been achieved without the aid of enthusiastic 
and forceful librarians, interested in people 
and their relation to books. Miss Jennie 
M. Flexner is an outstanding example of 
this type of leadership. She brings to the 
profession not only a discriminating book 
knowledge but a sincere interest in people, 
a capacity for understanding their needs, 
and an ability to stimulate one to greater 
effort. 

Entering the Louisville Public Library 
in 1905 she quickly found a profession 


particularly suited to her abilities, and in 
1908 attended Western Reserve Library 
School to secure the necessary professional 
training. Returning to the Louisville 
Library she served in various positions until 
1912 when she was appointed Head of the 
Circulation Department. Other duties in- 
cluded instructing in the training class, of 
which she took charge from 1923 to 1926. 
During this period her interest in the profes- 
sional education for librarianship for the 
Negro was first aroused and has continued to 
be an active concern. 

As was to be expected, her activities were 
not confined within the library nor were 
they limited to Kentucky. Her name soon 
began to appear on A. L. A. programs and 
committees. In 1926 she was granted leave 
from the library in order to work on the 
Staff of the A. L. A. Curriculum Study which 
resulted in the publication of her book 
CIRCULATION WORK IN PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES, a basic text in library schools 
ever since. Chief among her committee 
appointments was service on the Board of 
Education for Librarianship from 1927- 
1932, during which time she enjoyed the 
stimulating influence of Miss Bogle. 

The growing concern felt by the profession 
over its responsibility in adult education 
turned the attention of many libraries 
toward methods of vitalizing their educa- 
tional services to adults. In 1928 the New 
York Public Library appointed Miss Flexner 
as Readers’ Adviser, to share in its program 
of enlarged service. In the ensuing ten 
years she has transformed a corner of one 
of the marble corridors of that imposing 
building into a spot known for friendliness, 
informality and untiring service. Here 
thousands have come for advice about books 
and about many other subjects growing out 
of books. The staff has increased from one 
to four, and the service has spread to many 
of the branch libraries. 

Again Miss Flexner’s activities have 
reached beyond the library’s walls and she 
has become identified with a variety of 
library and adult educational activities in 
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the city. Among many other activities she 
has served as Secretary to the American 
Association for Adult Education since 1932, 
was on the Executive Board of the New York 
Adult Education Council, and was Presi- 
dent of the New York Library Club. She 
has contributed many articles on the phi- 
losophy and development of readers’ ad- 
visory service, and in 1934 published a 
booklet sponsored by the American Associa- 
tion for Adult Education entitled A 
READERS’ ADVISORY SERVICE. 

Miss Flexner’s enthusiasm, generosity 
and alert interest in forward looking move- 
ments of all kinds, have won her many 
friends, and, equally important, have won 
the library many friends.

Of all the names that have been prominent in the arts for the twentieth century, none has so consistently 
held the top rung as Igor Stravinsky. Since the time that he was commissioned by Serge Diaghilev to create 
music for the Russian Ballet, until today, his work has been subject to more critical analysis than any of his 
contemporaries. This list of references which I have compiled reveals the great interest and the controversy 
that has always attended his music. Most of the references cited in this bibliography are available in American
